After 
graduation, he taught art classes at University School and also at 
the Cleveland Museum of Art in the Education Department. He worked 
full time in the Extensions Exhibition Department and then in the 
Conservation Department. Further studies took him to the Metropolitan 
Museum of Art in New York and also to the Art Institute of Chicago. 

He is presently Chief Conservator at The Cleveland Museum of Art.
